It is noted that in the case of SE 3 1 1 468, said reference was cited in the 
corresponding international search report, a copy of which accompanies this Statement. 
Although an English abstract is not available, applicant notes the following. SE 31 1 468 
relates to alkaline cooking of wood, preferably hardwood wherein the resin content is 
reduced by adding thereto sodium alkylarylsulphonate having a general formula A-X- 
S03-Na, wherein A is a straight or branched hydrocarbon chain with 4 to 20 carbon 
atoms, X is a iso-cyclic radical, such as benzene or naphthalene. On page 2, lines 1 1 to 
16, and in Example 1, tall oil is mentioned as a wood cooking aid. However, this 
reference refers to the traditional use of tall oil which has many disadvantages as 
mentioned on page 2, lines 12-13 of said document. These disadvantages include varying 
availability and quality of crude tall oil, contamination problems and high loading of the 
cooker due to large amounts of tall oil. 

With respect to reference 7, this reference was cited in a corresponding Finnish 
search report and identified as representing the general state of the art. A copy of said 
Finnish search report is enclosed as well. 
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Applicant respectfully requests that the above-mentioned references be made of 
record in the file of the present application. To that end, Applicant submits herewith the 
aforementioned References Nos. land 5 to 7 and the completed Form PTO-1449, setting 
forth these references.
